on new Cairo envoy 
ἃ Post Diplomatic Staff 
‘Prime Minister Shamir and For- 
eign Minister Peres have informally 
agreed to appoint Professor Shimon 
Shamir as the next ambassador to 


Egypt. 

Shamir, who founded the Israeli 
Academic Centre in Cairo and was 
its director from 1982 to 1984, will 
replace Moshe Sasson, ambassador 
in Cairo for seven years. 

But Shamir and Peres have failed 
to agree on a candidate to replace 
Binyamin Netanyahu as ambassador 
to the UN. Netanyahu resigned two 
weeks ago. 

Shamir and Peres agreed that a 
new UN ambassador would be ap- 
pointed only after the next elec- 
tions, Peres reported at a meeting of 
Labour ministers yesterday. 

Yohanan Bein, the No. 2 man at 
the UN niission, will serve as hd 
ambassador .

ΒΟΡΑΓΕΣΤ (AP) -- The Hungar- 

ent daily Magyar Hirlap 
yesterday published an unusual in- 
terview with Foreign Minister 
Peres, in which he criticized Arab 
states and accused the PLO of 
terrorism. 

it has been extremely rare for So- 
yiet-bloc news media to publish 
comments from Israeli Jeaders. let 
alone interview them. or air charges 
against Arab countries and the 
PLO. 

“Tt was a mistake oo the part of 
the socialist countries to break off 
diplomatic relations with Israel. and 
perhaps you, too, can see this to- 
day,” Peres was quoted as saying. 

He said he accepts the principle of 
“territory for peace.” but added 
that borders must be made safe by 
establishing demilitarized zones, as 
was done in the Sinai. 

“We do not wish to nile over any- 
one,” Peres said, But, he said, after 
five wars with the Arabs, “we have 
no right to underestimate the danger 
threatening us. Syria spends 65 per

‘Every Jew should make 
pilgrimage to the camps’

TEL AVIV -- Like Moslems making 
the pilgrimage to Mecca, every Jew 
should visit the concentration camps 
at least once in his life, MK Yitzhak 
Artzi said yesterday during a memo- 
rial service in honour of Treblinka’s 
850,000 Jewish victims. 

“One must go there to see, to 
understand,” Arti told a few hun- 
dred mourners at the Nahalat Yitz- 
hak cemetery. “We have to develop 
Israel, which blossomed from the 
blood of its dead, so that it will not 
be a memorial but a flag for the 
entire Jewish people.” 

Artzi, who travelled to Treblinka 
five years ago with a’delegation of 
Tel Aviv youths, said that an inter- 
national organization would soon be 
established to assist children whose 
families could not pay for such Bins: 

Rabbi Isser Frankel recalled how 
his father, Yedidya, the late Ashke- 
nazi chief rabbi of Tel Aviv, went to 
Treblinka 25 years ago and brought 
back bones and ashes of the “Holo- 
caust generation” to put in a memo- 
rial in the Nahalat Yitzhak 
cemetery. 

Smoke from an eternal flame bil- 
lowed out of the memorial as Fran- 
kel spoke, and 10 girls from the Bnei 
Far youth oo ane ar near- 

οἱ signs listing the 10 coun- 
Pe rent eh taut see goat 
their deaths at Treblinka. 

Frankel illustrated the Jews’ spiri- 
tal strength when confronted with 


extermination by the Nazis with a 
story. After the Lublin Jews were 
Tounded up im a city square, he re- 
called, they were asked to sing a 
Jewish folk song. Finally, one man 
not only sang but changed the last 
line of, “‘We shall reconcile, our fa- 
ther in the heavens, we shall drink 
to life,” to “we shall swallow them.” 
‘The message was that they would 
survive, Frankel said. 

The that was sounded at 
many of the 100 official ceremonies 
held yesterday to mark Martyrs and 
Heroes Remembrance Day was that 
the IDF had drawn its strength from 
the courage shown by Jews during 
the Holocaust. 

Scores of soldiers who had just 
completed a lengthy tour of duty in 
the territories were brought to Yad 
‘Vashem to participate in the central 
State ceremony. 

At another ceremony at Kibbutz 
Yad Mordechai, Chief of General 
Staff Dan Shomron said: “We in the 
IDF draw onr strength from that 
battle of the Warsaw Ghetto revolt 
against the Nazis, and from those six 
days of fighting by the members of 
Kibbutz Yad Mordechai against the 
Egyptian invaders’ during the War 
of Independence. 

He said that the Warsaw Ghetto 
rebellion had been planned as a 
thoroughly military operation, and 
that only after 45 years can we ap- 
preciate the fighters’ courage in 
waging such a battle with no chance 
of success.

But Pakistani President Moham- 
med Zia ul-Hagq told a news confer- 
ence in Islamabad that he foresees 
continued turmoil in Afghanistan 
despite the accords, because there 
has been no agreement on the instal- 
lation of 2 new government there to 
teplace the one headed by President 
Najibullah. 

Zia. however, said his country 
agreed to sign the accords because 
the Soviet withdrawal was the most 
important objective of the talks. Zia 
said it had been a “historic day.” 
adding that he “always thought the 
roluuon would be political and not 
mili 

Zia said that the decision to with- 
draw its troops fromi Af; 
had been a difficult one for the Sovi- 
et Union. and he now hoped for the 
peaceful, rapid return of 3 million 
Afghan refugees to their homes. 

He said he believed that the Af- 
ghan guerrillas would defeat the Ka- 
Dul regime's poorly trained troops 
soon after the Soviet troop 
withdrawal.(See story, page 5.)

PARIS (AFP) — Syria gave an ulti- 
matum yesterday to the group hold- 
ing two French hostages in Lebanon 
to free them or face military action 
against their suburban Beirut 
stronghold, a well-placed Syrian 
source said. 


Omrane Adham, a Paris-based 
businessman with close ties to the 
Damascus leadership, also told 
Agence France-Presse that Syria 
wanted all other foreign hostages in 
Lebanon released by the end of the 
montb.

PARACHINAR, Pakistan (Reuter) 

— Afghan Mosiem guerrillas in dusty 
camps in Pakistan are steeling them- 
selves for more months of war, ig- 
noring the signing in Geneva yester- 
day of an agreement for the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
their homeland. 

“With the help of America and 
China and our Pakistani [Moslem] 
brothers we will strike hard at the 
inifdel an government,” said 
Wali Patcha. an Afghan guerilla 
officer.

Pakistani security sources say 
there is no sign of a let-up in the flow 
of supplies to the guerrillas. 

According to the sources, the 
guerrillas have poured light and me- 
dium weapons, including anti-air- 
craft guns and anti-tank rockets, 
into Afghanistan in recent weeks in 
their fight against the Soviet-backed 
Kabul administration.

Supreme Court rules: 


Herzog hankers 
for that old 
Jewish humour

President Herzog yesterday called 
on all political parties to keep the 
political debate civil during the elec- 
tion campaign and and not to exploit 
freedom of speech to incite or to 
distort the democratic process. 

“What we need most, and what 
may relieve... the present polariza- 
tion is a sense of humour. Not 
clowning, but that wise, old Jewish 
humour, which is witty, civil and 
subtle. I am convinced that good 
humour is also very effective as a 
political weapon.” Herzog tald po- 
litical reporters at a meeting held at 
his residence in Jerusalem. 

“Democracy must know how to 
protect itself. Anti-democratic ele- 
ments, or those who openly reject 
the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence, must not be allowed 
to use democratic processes to un- 
dermine it from within,” he said. "1 
hope the lessons from past mistakes 
will be learned. No incitement or 
collective assault on the dignity and 
absolute rignt of minorities tc fuil 
equality must be permitted.” 

Herzog urged the creation of a 
public atmosphere that will force 
elected officials to be restrained and 
reserved, even when legitimate dif- 
ferences of opinion are deep. “I 
know the public abhors a wild style, 
personal denunciations and mud- 
slinging. A wild race to capture 
headlines by means of bad language 
and verbal attacks is a two-edged 
sword which wil] hurt whoever uses 
it, the only result being self-debase- 
ment and the debasement of the en- 
nae political establishment," he 
said.

‘Geneva Convention doesn’t bar expul 


The intention of the Fourth Geneva Convention of 1949 
was to prevent the mass expulsion of populations from 
militarily occupied territories and not to bar the deporta- 
tion of individuals, a 4-1 majority of the Supreme Court 
Tuled yesterday in explaining why it had rejected the appeal 
of three of the eight Palestinians deported on Monday. 

The court rejected the appeal of the three — Nasser Afu. 
Abdul Aziz Odeh and Jamal Hindi -- last month but only 
published its reasoning yesterday. The three were expelled 
through the South Lebanon security zone earlier this week. 
They were the only ones of eight men deported this week to 
have appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The court majority was headed by President Meir Sham- 
gar and comprised Justices.Miriam Ben-Porath. Shlomo 
Levin and Eliezer Goldberg. Justice Gavriel Bach differed 
in regard to the interpretation of the Fourth Geneva Con- 


vention but came to the same operative conclusion that the 
expulsion of the three was justified.

Ben-Basat does not advocate re- 
solving the demographic problem by 
“transfer.” Other settlers do. If the 
security situation continues to dete- 
riorate, it can be expected that the 
transfer notion will gain ‘increasing 
support. The demand a few weeks 
ago for the expulsion of a few dozen 
inciters was escalated this week by 
Gush Emunim to a demand for the 
expulsion of a few thousand. Those 
settlers, who initially saw them- 
selves settling peacefuly on state 
land without harm to the indigenous 
population — indeed, benefiting the 
Palestinians by upgrading the econ- 
omy -- are inevitably being pushed 
by Palestinian hostility towards 
seeking to displace them. 


TO PROFESSOR Andre Choura- 
qui, the Algerian-born historian 
who has been mooted as an Israeli 
presidential candidate, transfer is 
another right-wing illusion. ‘The 
Arab world will never accept this. 
Transfer means a major war. We 
can't tranfer 100 million Arabs out of 
this world, We have no choice but to 


make peace or disappear." 

Looking out at the Old City walis 
from his Jerusalem study, Prof. 
Chouraqui sees the Arab-Israeli 
conflict being played out against a 
background of ignorance and fear. 
There are almost no books in He- 
brew explaining the Arab world to 
Israelis or books in Arabic sympa- 
thetically explaining Israel. “You 
have not a single course in schools 
here that explams the greatness of 
Arab culture. I have never heard a 
single official in this country over 
the years speaking about the great- 
ness of the Arab world, the great- 
ness of Arab civilization.” The rea- 
son for ignoring the Arab past is. 
partly out of prejudice, he says, and 
partly out of a fear that precludes 
the Arab as a subject of sympathetic 
study. 

What makes the tragedy of the 
conflict so poignant, according to 
Chouraqui. is that peace is achiev- 
able with far less investment in ener- 
gy than is presently devoted to prep- 
arations for war. “The tragedy 
stems from fear -- Jewish fear of the 
Arabs and Arab fear of the Jews. 
We have had a brilliant past togeth- 
er with the Arab world. Together, 
we can create a new civilization -- 
Israel and the friends of Israel, the 
Arabs and the friends of the 
Arabs.” 


A solution he advocated in a book 
he wrote 20 years ago, Letter fo an 
Arab Friend, advocates confedera- 
tion between Israel, Jordan and a 
Palestinian state. Such a solution 
would permit the settlements be- 
yond the Green Line to remain in 
place under Arab sovereignty, their 
members retaining Israeli citizen- 
ship and voting for the Knesset. Ar- 
abs living in Israel could opt to vote 
for a Jordanian-Palestinian parlia- 
ment rather than for the Knesset, 
thus easing the demographic-demo- 
cratic problem within Israel. “Geula 
Cohen, if she chose, could live in 
Amman in such a confederation and 
vote for the Knesset and Abu Nidal 
could live in Haifa.” 

His vision, Chouraqui insists, is 
not naive but far more practical than 
the “realistic” proposals of hard- 
liners which mindlessly nudge 
events up a spiral of hatred towards 
a terrible explosion. He had been 
called naive, he says, when he 
wrote of peace between Egypt and 
Israel and it had come to pass a few 
years later “overnight.” 

Says Chouraqui: “Peace with the 
Palestinians can happen overnight 
too.” The Germans and French had 
an infinitely more bitter relationship 
than Israel and the Arabs, he notes, 
but these two nations have now 
woven their fates together in a Eu- 
ropean framework. ‘“The Arabs and 
the Jews have had a fantastic past. 
We can have a much more fantastic 
future.” 

Whether or not Chouraqui's vi- 
sion is naive, it is one that stirs the 
mind and the heart. By contrast, the 
only vision currently being offered 
by the Right is confrontation. one 
that since imifade began increasing- 
ly means suppressing by force a pop- 
ulation no longer willing to accept 
Israeli rule passively. It is a head- 
down prospect offering no glimmer 
of hope except for those expecting 
the imminent coming of the Messi 
ah, It is clear that if the Right ever 
does succeed in uniting the two sides 
of the Green Line into a Greater 
Israel, it will only be at the cost of 
splitting the nation. 

Says Ya'acov Hasdai: “We used 
to be a smart people with a mixture 
of faith and logic. Now one camp 
bas the faith without logic and the 
other has logic without faith.” 

Beita has hurried the nation down 
the path towards the critical choice 
it will have to make. 
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WILL LAWYERS ensure the rule 
of law? A silly question perhaps. By 
training at least, if not by personal 
and professional inclintion, law. 
yers should be the watchdogs of le- 
gality. But as the Palestinian upris- 
ing prompts ever-more stringent 
military sanctions there is increasing 
discomfort about the legality of the

of murdering Arabs and accusations 
that judges have discriminated ia 
their decisions must raise the ques- 
tion whether another of the cher- 
ished myths about our society is no 
more than that -- a myth eroded by a 
sordid reality. 

On Monday the Association of 
Civil Rights in Israel (ACRI), an 
organization which has always 
boasted a large number of lawyers 
among its ranks, won an unprece- 
dented agreement from the army to 
give villagers in Beita 48 hours’ 
warning before demolishing their 
homes. Acri petitioned the High 
Court of Justice following the 
army's destruction of 14 homes 
{one, it turns out, by mistake) in the 
backlash following last week's inci- 
dent in the village during which 
Tirza Porat was killed. There 


seemed little doubt that the army. 


was responding among other things 
to the public outrage following the 
attack, outrage tha led no less a 
figure than the justice minister, Av- 
raham Sharir. to call for the entire 
village to be razed. Sharir later 
claimed he had been speaking as a 
private person.

The better 
access to the waterway would be a boost to Iran's 
oil transport facilities. 

‘When the shah cut off aid to the Kurds, so did 
Israel. Israel had cultivated the Kurds, consistent 
with the famous “periphery policy” of forging ties 
and creating alliances with other minorities in the 
Middle East against Arab hegemony. 

Taside a week, the Kurdish rebellion collapsed. 
The Kurds were relatively quiet until 1980, when 
the Iran-Iraq war began. In this war Iran, once 
more, sought to use the Iraqi Kurds to weaken the 
Ba’athist government of Saddam Hussein.

“It scems like a hopeless case. Even if they 
achieve something now, sooner or later the war will 
ead, and neither iran, fraq or Turkey want a 
Kurdish State, nor their real autonomy.” 

Most of the region's estimated 17 million Kurds 
(there has never been a real count) are divided up 
between Iran, Iraq and Tarkey. Each country plays 
one minority against the other. Meanwhile, the 
Kurds, with their many internal rivalries, are prime 
targets for such exploitation. 

“The Iranian Kards are receiving Iraqi aid, and 
they fight against the Ayatollah Khomeini and 
against the Iraqi Kurds in cooperation with the 
Iraqi government,” Bengio explains. 

“Meanwhile, the Kurdistan Lraqis act against 
Iraq with the help of Iran. Turkey and Iraq have 
security agreements allowing each country to make 
forays across the border to chase after Kurdish 
guerrillas. Turkey has entered Iraqi territory sever- 
al times and burned down guerrilla hideouts of 
Iraqi and Turkish Kurds. Kurds from Iraq have 
tried at times to go into Turkey for refuge, but 
Turkey doesn’t let them.” 

Syria uses both the Turkish and Iraqi Kurds as 
playing cards against Syria's rival, lraq, she contin- 
ues. Syrian-supported Turkish Kurds of the Marx- 
ist Kurdish workers party launched its latest push 
for autonomy in 1984, to win autonomy for Tur- 
key's estimated eight million Kurds. About 950

VICE PRESIDENT George Bush, having 
already locked up the Republican xen 
dential nomination, has effectively started 
his campaign against Massachusetts Gov- 
emor Michael Dukakis, the man he pre- 
sumes has the best chance of winning the 
Democratic contest. 


Thus, Bush, campaigning in New York 
on Tuesday i in advance of next Tuesday's 
primary in that state, attacked Dukakis for 
refusing to oppose the creation of a Pales- 
tinian state on the West Bank. Dukakis has 
dodged that issue, noting only that Israel 
and its Arab neighbours should be in a 
Position to negotiate any Kind af agree- 
ment they want. 

Dukakis has disappointed large numbers 
of Jews in New York by his refusal to 
categorically come out against a Palestin- 
jap state. Despite his virtually down-the- 
line support for Israel, Dukakis has left 
open a “maybe" on that sensitive subject. 
This was quite obvious when he addressed 
the Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations on 
Monday. 


Yet despite their disappointment, the 
Jewish community in New York will al- 
most certainly still vote in large numbers 
for Dukakis. convinced that he is the best 
remaining hope for thwarting Jesse Jack~ 
son’s presidential ambitions. 


Tennessee Senator Albert Gore, who is 
making a last-ditch effort in New York to 
salvage his own fading presidential hopes, 
has actively criticized Dukakis's position 
on a Palestinian state. Gore has flatly op- 
posed a Palestinian state, warning that it 
would serve as a grave danger to Israel. 

“This is obviously a politically charged 
issue," Gore said on Tuesday at a televised 
debate sponsored by the New York Daily 
News, “But I don't see why we can’t havea 
reasoned difference of opinion on an issue 
tike this, exploring the possibilities and 
options without it being interpreted as a 
personal attack. I disagree with the way in 
which Jesse Jackson advocates a Palestin- 
lan state. That's not a personal attack. And

IT IS self-evident that the public bas 
a right to critiaze the army. In ἃ 
democratic society, no branch of 
‘ government is immune to public dis- 
cussion and criticism. For the politi- 
cal echelon it is more than the exer- 
cise of a civil right: it is their duty to 
discuss army business and, if neces- 
sary, tO criticize an operation or 
even to dismiss officers. Civilian, 
properly elected leaders should be 
superior to the army and its profes- 
sional chain of command. 

Indeed, in Israe}’s statute book,

Politicians are not always army 
Professionals. Nevertheless, a sys- 
tematic mode of civilian supervision 
can improve the functioning of the 
supreme command by widening its 
horizons in ΠΟ ΒΈΝ αΙΥ fields such 
as foreign policy, economic affairs.

While in most cases there is no 
conflict between the minister and 
the chief of the general staff,the cab- 
inet is rarely called upon to super- 
vise the defence establishment.

For these and other reasons one 
should not oppose a fact-finding in- 
quiry by a group of ministers or 
Knesset members who, for any rea- 
son, doubt the findings of an army 
examination.

right but their duty ,1, as ministers or 
parliamentarians, to examine all the 
details very carefully and to come to 
conclusions on the basis of fully in- 
vestigated, verified facts. 

These observations are applicable 
to all kinds of military-government 
relationships. Implementing civilian 
authority is desirable from both the 
democratic and the functional 
points of view, provided, of course. 
that the politicians involved do not 
fish in troubled waters, as they so 
often tend to do. Any attempt to use 
their contro! for political purposes is 
dangerous to the army, and to the 
stability of the system too, 


THE REACTIONS to the Beita 
tragedy should be considered in the 
light of these principles. 

In theory. cabinet ministers and 
Knesset members who raised ques- 


tions, criticized the army and the 
chief of the general staff, and under- 
took their own examination of wit- 
nesses were acting with complete 
propriety.

FOR MANY Israelis, the problem 
of what to do on Independence Day 
is easily solved: Either one goes on ἃ 
picnic or a hike, or spends the day at 
home with friends 

But for an observant Jew, the 
question is a much more basic one. 
Is this a religious holiday, perhaps 
like Purim or Hanukka, or isn’t it? 
Should one say the Hallel prayer 
and. if so, should it be recited with a 
blessing? 

According to Ashkenazi Chief 
Rabbi Avraham Shapiro, the an- 
swer is a simple one: The rabbis of 
the past, including the tate chief rab- 
bis, Herzog and Uziel, ruled that 
one should say the Hallel without a 
blessii 

But he stressed, the failure to say 
the accompanying blessing did not 
indicate in any way that the joy of 
independence Day was less com- 
plete, or that the recitation of Halle] 
was a performance empty of reli- 
gious significance. 

One recites Hallel every day of 
Succot with a blessing, while on Pes: 
sah, Sephardim only recite the bless- 
ing on the first day. Does that mean 
that there is less joy on Pessah? 

The failure to recite the blessing is 

“halachic detail," Shapiro says, 
which comes about as ἃ result of a 
difference between rabbinical au- 
thorities concerning its recitation, 
and has no bearing on the religious 
importance of the day itself. When 
rabbis disagree concerning the reci- 
tation of a blessing. it is customary 
to follow the stricter view, he ex- 
plained. He added that for those 
who did wish to recite the blessing, 
there was solid rabbinical opinion 
which authorized their practice. 

And if anyone wishes to see how 
the chief rabbi himself celebrates 
the day as a holiday, “just let him 
come to my yeshiva (Merkaz 
Harav),” he says. The yeshiva's cel- 
ebration was originally instituted on 
the second Independence Day after 
the sages saw that the public, includ- 
ing yeshiva students, spend the holi- 
day roaming in the streets, They 
decided to organize activities them- 
selves —a festive meal, a gathering of 

rabbis, singing and dancing. Later, 
similar celebrations were begun 
elsewhere,

Yet, he goes to his office every 
day. steering the company though 
no longer running its daily aftuirs. 
During one not unusual day recent- 
ly, he spent five hours in his office 
talking himself hoarse to two groups 
of German and Swiss opinion-mak- 
ers —some 70 mayors, Officials, pro- 
fessors and academics, explaining to 
them Israel and the Jewish people’s 
tight to it. 

He thinks nothing of the effort 
that might have taxed a younger 


man.

1948. In his research he has found 
the expression well over a century 
ago among the rabbis who were the

Rabbi Yehuda Alkalai and Rabbi

But the concept, attained r 
depth, Rafael continued in the 
thought of Rabbi Avraham Haco- 
hen Kook, who saw in every step 
towards the establishmert of the 
Jewish national home a move to- 
ward the ultimate redemption. 

“For me,” Rafael says, “who has 
passed through all the troubles and 
struggles leading up to the establish- 
ment of the State, Independence 
Day is a real boliday, religious and 
national.” 

For one who saw the siege of Je- 
rusaiem, the shelling and the hun- 
ger. the only explanation for what 

is that it was a miracle, he 
pre “Asa believing Jew, I can'tdo 
otherwise than celebrate the day as 
a holiday, just as one celebrates oth- 
er holidays.” 

On the very first anniversary of 
Israel's independence, he recalls, he 
participated in the prayers at the 
first synagogue in Jerusalem at 
which not only the Hatlel was said, 
with the preceeding blessing. but the 
shehechiyanu prayer was also recit- 
ed. Rabbis and others came from ail 
over the city to take part in the 
prayers. Later, these prayers be- 
came standard in hundreds of syna- 
gogues. They were introduced in the 
Israel Defence Forces thanks to 
then chief chaplain Shlomo Goren 
and they are also the custom in the 
Kibbutz Hadati movement. 

But more than that, Rafael says, 
the question of whether the day is a 
holiday is depends on one's personal 
feeling. For a Jew who has seen the 
accomplishments since statehood 
was declared, even the problems 
which have arisen in the interim can- 
not detract from the feeling that the 
last four decades have comprised a 
‘period of miraculous advancement. 

Rafael cites the ingathering of ex- 
iles, their escape from physical dan- 
ger and spiritual assimilation, of the 
advances in the economy in science 
and in defence. And he speaks of 
Israel as a centre of Tora studies, a 
centre which has been unequalied in 
size during all of Jewish history. Ev- 
ery year, he says, the number of 
observant Jews has increased. There 
are more religious settlements, 

neighbourhoods and educational in- 
stitutions, Religious intellectuals, 
once rare, are now common in every 
sphere. 

Of course, Rafael admits, there

The Knesset was unaccept- 
able, not only because it legislated 
contrary to the Tora (as in recogni- 
tion of common-law wives), but be- 
cause it was designated as a supreme.

Hecht grew up 
in Basle, Neptun headquarters, and 
studied economics and political sci- 
ence in the better German universi- 
ties, taking his Ph.D. at the famous 
Heidelberg University. He aug- 
mented his studies with courses in 
art, archeology and history, laying 
the foundations for a lifelong pas- 
sion for collecting antiquities and 
artwork.

Tt is also true, Shapiro says, that 
there are disappointments, but 
these do not detract from the impor- 
tance of the event.

Sir, — Now thai the Israeli govern- 
ment has temporarily closed the 
West Bank and Gaza to the press. 
we in America will be spared the 
daily death totals of young Palestin- 
jans and the sight of Israeli soldiers 
deliberately beating handcuffed 
prisoners. But some images will re- 
main indelible. 

Despite the roadblocks barring 
joumalists, on March 30) a New York 
Times correspondent reported an 
incident in Ramallah in which sol- 
diers in jeeps cruised down the main 
Street, ousting shoppers and me- 
thodically smashing shop windows. 
One soldier grabbed a falafel sand- 
wich from a seven-year-old girl and 
threw it on the stree1. This was not 
the panicked response of 2 voung 
draftee attacked by taunting stone 
throwers; it was ἃ yratuitous act of 
contempt. To that soldier the little 
girl was not a child. she was ἃ Pales- 
tinjan and therefore an enemy. The 
gesture gave force to Defence Min- 
ister Rabin's words of the day be- 
fore: “A test of strength between 
them and us is like a contest he- 
tween an elephant and a ἢν." 

Because of press restrictions. 
there will now be fewe. reports of 
such incidents wd most Americans 
will tum their attention elsewhere. 
But for concerned Jews. the know- 
ledge and the horror will remain as 
long as the oppression continues. I 
for one am haunted by questions: 
does Israel's survivai depend on 
crushing not only the bodies but the 
spirits of a million and a half Pales- 
tinians? When Prime Minister Sha- 
mir, who claims to speak for all of 
us, says, “the means are ποῖ impor- 
tant, it is only the ends that matter." 
what does he do τὸ our essential 
belief in rightcousiess and justice? 

So far I can only answer that the 
present Israeli government is de- 
stroying ail that for 4.000 years has 
set us apart as a people -- something 
that no outside enemy has ever been 
able to du.

Amateur opponents of the 
league, purists with Corinthian 
views to uphold, deplored the intro- 
duction of the league, which wes 
established when the 12 founder 
clubs met again in Manchester on 
April 17 to agree on their first fix- 
ture list.

The story does not end before we are told 
about the high official who was appointed to be 
in command of the gates of the city and was 
trampled to death when the people rushed in and 
out of the Syrian camp. Thus were fulfilled the 
words of the man of God who had said to him in 
the beginning of the story: “You shall see it with 
your own eyes, but shalt not eat of it. 


THE STORY DEALS with a king and a proph- 
et and the natural tensions between them de- 
picting the role of the Prophets in ancient Israel. 
it also puts the sceptic “expert” bureaucrat in 
his place. 

But the most prominent role is played by the 


-four lepers, who are not named but whose 


deliberations are duly recorded. They do not 
emerge as exemplary idealists, ready to sacrifice 
themselves for the sake of the people, but rather 
as selfish, base characters. They are, however, 
given credit and are even accorded immortality 
for the one great thought that passed through 
their minds and caused them to act the way they 
did at that moment: that one must not keep 
“good news” to oneself even though one might 
prefer to indulge in unlimited self-gratification. 
Good news concerning God's miraculous acts 
must be announced and shared with others. 

How numerous are those in our own days 
who like the four lepers of old are tempted to 
loot, eat and drink and profiteer in various ways 
from the miracle God performed in letting us 
have again an independent Jewish state. But, 
unlike the four lepers, they are not prepared to 
declare to all the “good news"of its existence. 
Instead of acknowledging with thanks the mir- 
acle of Jewish independence and recounting its 
manifold blessings, there are those, from both 
the “right” and the “left,” who would rather 
dwell on the shadows and choose to ignore the 
many lights that shine forth from Zion. Those, 
alas, do not even possess the basic decency of 
four anonymous leprous men who lived almost 
3,000 years ago and about whose one noble act 
we read of even today.

First of all it shows that “the Ar- 
abs” are not the ones with whom 
Israel could mapas.

“Villagers thought they were 
coming to kill people, after they had 
already killed someone outside the 
village,” said Tayseer. 

This tragic lack of communication 
Jed to the death of three persons. 
But even after the incident, the mis- 
understanding, and the violence it 
spawns, continued. 


At Beita, homes of persons sus- 
pected of attacking the hikers were 
blown up, and their families were 
forced to sleep in tents or lean-to’s 
on the rubble. But the explosions 
also damaged neighbouring homes, 


and the roof of one adjacent house - 


collapsed. 

Azzam Bani Shamsheh’s house 
was biown up by mistake though he 
had helped the hikers. He had to 
work hard to convince his interroga- 
tors that he was guiltless and had 
helped the injured youngsters from 
Elon Moreh. “You think you're 
some kind of lily-white dove,” the 
interrogators told him, according to 
his account. 


The villagers at Beita also re- 
mained prisoners of mistrust. “The 
demolitions of the homes have only 
increased hatred of the Jews,” said 
Tayseer Bani Shamseh. ᾿ 


There was fear of more punish- 
ment by the army, but even more 
concer that settlers from Elon 
Moreh would come to the village to 
avenge the death of one of their 
children. 


AS FOR THE hikers, they too were 
caught up in the fear and hostility. 
In an interview this week on JDF 
radio, they said simply that Arabs 
hate all Jews and want to kill them. 
“Dialogue with the Arabs is an illu- 
sion,” said Meira Katzover, who 
was sheltered by a villager whem the 
mob attacked. “Many Israelis be- 
lieve that if we talk to the Arabs we 
will be able to make peace and live 


as good neighbours. I think there is 


no chance at all of that.”

FEW ISRAELIS, even those who are 
sophisticated, realize the profound trans- 
formation which the country's society 
and economy have been undergoing dur- 
ing the past three years. Collective mem- 
Gries have not allowed politicians, busi- 
nessmen and private individuals to adjust 
themselves to the new climate of relative 
economic tranquility. Most people are 
psychologically imprisoned by a dozen 
years of chaotic economic conditions that 
almost wrecked Israeli society. 

From a rational point of view, every 
actor in the economy understands that 
something has changed. Prices are rela- 
tively stable; the shekel is again an ac- 
counting unit which does not depreciate 
continuously; planning is again possible; 
financial operations are no longer ἃ tar- 
get of speculation; inflation no longer 
covers up the mismanagement of firms. 

But emotionally, for an entire genera- 
tion of rs and decision makers 
who matured during the galloping infla- 
tion of the Seventies and early Eighties, it 
is almost impossibie to grasp the fact that 
Israe} is again almost a normal country in 
the economic sense. 

From the smallest household, which 
acts on the basis of the rule of thumb, to 
the largest firm which employs financial 


experts, everybody has acted irrationally. 
“Waiting for a devaluation” is so embed- 
ded in the national character that individ- 
uals and firms insisted on buying and 
holding dollars, even though their value 
was dropping by the day. 

Moreover, firms and individuals are 
Prepared to pay interest rates of 40 or 50 
per cent a year, since compared to the 20 
per cent a month rates of four years ago, 
they seem cheap. They “forget” that in 
real terms, interest rates during the past 
two or three years have reached record 
levels. The immediate result of that mis- 
guided behaviour was that the banks 
Seemed suddenly profitable, smaxt and 
efficient and at the same time much 


EVEN government, semi-public and His- 
tadrut-owned firms have pot realized that 
we are in a new era. Instead of cutting 
costs and finding new markets, they pre- 
fer to continue fussing, and demanding 
government aid, until it is too late to 
avoid a crisis that could had been pre- 


THE HAPPY tidings from Israel's 
banking industry culminated this 
week with Bank Hapoalim's an- 
nouncement of 2 whopping profit of 
NIS 158 million, The five main 
banking groups, which comprise al- 
most the entire system, achieved net 
profits of NIS 448 million -- 16 times 
as much as in 1986. 

Many ordinary people, however, 
feel that these hefty profits are not 
good, at least for them, because 
they come from the interest and 
commissions paid by households 
and firms. There is also the enduring 
socialist stigma that profits from &- 
nancial operations, and from ser- 
vices generally, are less healthy than 
those from industry or agriculture — 
insofar as profits are desirable at all, 
in this view. 

This article asks, and attempts to 
answer, some of the questions that 
many Israelis have been asking 
themselves in this connection. 

O Question 1: Did the banks make a 
lot of money in 1987? i 

U Answer: Yes. This is an unequiv- 
ocal answer, which we shall amplify 
in this and the accompanying article. 
Table A shows how much better 
1987 was than 1986. It is quite fair to 
say that 1986 was a very poor year 
for the banks, and 1987 a very good 


year. 
[5 Question 2: Which of the last two 
years was more typical?

Do your assets work, or do they sit and do nothing? - 


ZADIK BINO, when reviewing 
Bank Leumi’s 1987 results, referred 
τὸ the bank's return on assets.

But the wisdom among local ana- 
lysts is to concentrate their attention 
on the rate of return on equity. 

Not only that, th. banks have 
trained the press to focus on the net, 
or after-tax figures, with net profits 
and net return on equity seen as the 
key numbers.

O Answer: The 1987 results should 
be seen as closing the cycle that 
began with the disaster of October 
1983. The banking system today is 
barely recognizable from that of five 


ago. 

The same is true for the economy 
as a whole, and the prolonged peri- 
od of relatively stable inflation, at 15 
to 20 per cent per annom, has much 
to do with the recovery in the bank- 
ing industry. But, because its crisis 
began earlier, banking is further 
along the road of rationalization 
than the rest of the economy. “Ra- 
tionalization” has come to be a eu- 
pbemism for firings and closures, 


- and there have been plenty of those 


in the banking sector. But in a more 
literal sense, “rationalization” 
means beginning to behave rational- 
ly, and this psychological-social-eco- 
nomic trend has been excellently 
demonstrated in the banks. 

Not only have the individuals who 
led the lunatic expansion of the pre- 
1983 period been removed, but ai- 
most no trace of their policies re- 
mains. The only difference between 
the main banks is the speed at which 
they are changing themselves, and 
the tactics being used. Everywhere, 
the aim is to reduce unprofitable 
activities, such as acting as a channel 
for money going to or from the gov- 
ernment, and to make sure that each 
branch or unit, each it or loan, 
and each service provided, is justi- 
fied on a business basis. 

The overall trends of lower infla~ 
tion and government in- 
volvement in the economy, and the 
specific need of the banks to adopt a 
new strategy, have given rise to — 
upsurge in retail Opera’ 
during the past two years. Retail 


rate changes, from year to year and 
from bank to bank, When compar- 
ing various countries, with their dif- 
ferent tax regimes, net figures be- 
come quite misleading.

relations; and Moscow, which never deigned to send a foreign 
minister to Jerusalem, or even Tel Aviv, before 1967, is yet to 
resume the ties with this country it foolishly broke nearly 21 
years ago. Although it has by now considerably scaled down its 
original condition for re-normalization, the Kremlin insists on 
Israeli consent to an international conference on Middle East 
peace, with Soviet participation, as the minimum price. 

If Mr. Shevardnadze were to add Jerusalem to Damascus, 
Amman and, perhaps, Cairo on his present itinerary, it might, 
of course, initially frighten his government's Arab allies, and 
friends, into suspecting that the Kremlin had suddenly decided 
to alter its policies. And that would presumably be too heavy a 
price to pay for the Soviets’ present quest of legitimacy as a 
responsible, and indispensable, partner to the U.S. in Middle 
aking. The question which Soviet leaders must 
nevertheless now face is whether they can make do with 


True, Moscow has lately given Jerusalem quite an earnest of

The fact that the Kremlin's movement, under Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, away from the earlier hostility towards Israel has 
taken place i in the context of a Soviet-American rapproche- 
ment does not diminish its importance.

foreign minister were arriving merely to solidify his govern- 
ment's alliance, such as it is, with the Arabs.

Shultz’s own example. The U.S. secretary cannot have antici- 
pated a particularly warm reception from a state as hostile to 
the U.S. as Syria, yet he made a point of trying to sell his plan 
even to Hafez Assad in person.

My reading is that on the part of 
the Gush settlers, it was primarily a 
decision to flail out in a counter- 
attack, whose intention was primari- 
ly to allay the gnawings of a monu- 
mental guilty conscience. 

On the part of the Likud minis- 
ters, who were apparently prepared 
to accept the testimony of the 
youngsters attacked in Beita rather 
than the findings of an army inquiry 
into what had actually occurred, it 
was a matter of dirty and dangerous 
electoral politics, which is going to 
get worse until November 1. 

There are many guilty parties in 
the entire affair, the main ones be- 
ing, of course, the young Arab vil- 
lagers who initiated the unprovoked 
attack (unless one insists on regard- 
ing the mere presence of live Jews 
anywhere as a provocation). 


BUT HAVING said that, it remains 
an indisputable fact that the entire 
affair grew out of the horrifying re- 
ality that the parents of the Israeli 
youngsters had knowingly, or unwit- 
tingly, acquiesced in sending their 
children into a situation that was 
likely to result in their being killed 
or maimed. 

1 am certain that many of the 
Eilon Moreh parents, when they are 
wearing their “parent's cap,” as op- 
posed to their Gush ideological one, 
are today consumed by that sense of 
guilt. For they must know that they 
sent their children out into the local 
equivalent of Injun country, with 
the natives on the bein —if lmay 
be permitted an apt Wild West allu- 
sion — woefully unprotected. 

This has nothing to do with the 
political debate about whether the 
territories are, or should be, Israeli 
or Palestinian. The facts on the 
ground are that the countryside is 

1] of Arabs who have been on the 
warpath for over four months, dur- 
ing which they have been attacking 
anything Jewish in their vicinity. 

Such murderous Palestinians 
should be, and are being, confront- 
ed by the army. It was nothing less 
than criminal of parents, however, 
to send their children out into such a 
countryside for the purpose of 
blithely making a statement of their 
political self-confidence, as if the 
stick, stone and explosive-bottle- 
ea Palestinians were simply not 

ere. 


ONE OF THE common ways of 
seeking to allay such an abysmal 
sense of guilt is to counter-attack 
and point an accusatory finger at 
anyone else conveniently available. 

The “defeatist” media have in the 
past been a favourite whipping-boy 
for the Gush and its right-wing al- 
lies. But as a target they were appar- 
ently not sufficient to assuage their 
monumental sense of guilt in the 
present case. And so the “criminal” 
army was made the target. 

There were previous attacks by 
Gush settlers on O/C Central Com- 
mand Amram Mitzna. when he ob- 
jected to their periodic attempts to 
take the law into their own hands in 
the territories. The settlers have 
now lashed out even further afield at 
Chief of General Staff Dan Shom- 
ron himself. 

There is a precedent for this de- 
structive behaviour on the part of 
the Gush. which I was witness to a 
few years ago. 

When the Jewish terrorist under- 
ground was first unearthed in the 
spring of 1984. and its members 
were held for questioning by the 
security police, the Gush 


spokeswoman whom I interviewed 
was impressively critical of what she 
called “fringe elements” in the 
Gush. 

Within a week she changed her 
tune and insisted on denying what 
she had told me. 

The explanation for that volte- 
face was that in the meantime, the 
Levinger bloc in the Gush had won 
the internal debate and it had been 
decided to brazen it out by attacking 
the Shin Bet rather than expressing 
constemation over colleagues who 
had gone round the bend. 


BUT THERE IS another pattern at 
work here, too. In addition to the 
obvious crazies and spaced-out as- 
tronautim (as sabra slang has it) who 
always latch on to such millennarian 
movements, there are also a large 
number of unthinking innocents in 
the settlements who simply choose 
to ignore the fact that “the natives 
are on the warpath.” 

Only last week there was a TV 
report of a Gush settler from Judea 
who told interviewers that he had 
barely managed to extricate himself 
and his nine-month pregnant wife 
alive from the Deir el-Balah refugee 

camp in the Gaza Strip, into which 
they had strayed. What was an Is- 
raeli and his nine-month pregnant 
wife doing in that far-off refugee 

camp in the fourth month of the 
intifada uprising? They had simply 
gone to visit friends, he said, and 
rashed off to thank the Almighty 
for their miraculous rescue. 

In that case, the saying that God 
protects innocents, fools and little 
children proved true. In the tragic 
case of Beita, it did not. 


1 SPOKE OF hutzpa and criminal 
behaviour. Leading the list of those 
guilty of criminal behaviour should 
be the Herut politicos who were at 
their most cynical in trying to make 
electoral hay by attacking the army 
on the basis of the confused testimo- 
ny of some of the traumatized young 
victims of the attack. 

I wonder if the Likud ministers 
would have been less cynical if for- 
mer defence minister Moshe Arens 


had already been back in the cabinet.

And then there was Nimr Mur- 
kos, the Communist head of the 
Kafr Yasif local council, who was 
the moving force in the recent Land 
Day strike, and who was reported in 
The Post this week as saying in re- 
gard to the Beita affair: “Nobody 
with any common sense would take 
his children into a battlefield.” 

Well said, Nimr! But what aboat 
the scores of thousands of Palestin- 
ian fathers and mothers who have 
been sending their teenagers and 
pre-teenagers into the front lines of 
the intifada battlefield over the 
past four months? Many of the 130 
Palestinian Arabs who have been 
killed by the [sraef army in putting 
down the intifada were such 
youngsters. The sad fact is that they 
were treated as cannon-fodder and 
placed in the front lines of that bat- 
tlefield by the acts of omission and 
commission of their own parents. 
Shouldn't such behaviour qualify 
those Palestinian parents for mem- 
bership in a special category of the 
mad, Mr. Murkos?
